ORDINANCE NO. 243

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY

OF TORRANCE ORDERING

THE CLOSING UP, VACATING

AND ABANDONING OF A

CERTAIN PORTION O HICK-

ORY AVENUE,

The City Council of the City
of Torrance do ordain as follows:

SECTION 1, WHEREAS, onthe
23rd day of May, 1933, in. con-
formity with, that certain -Act of
the Legislature of the State of
California, approved March 6th,
1889, entitled, “An Act to Provide
for the Laying Out, Opening, Ex-
tendifig, Widening, Straightening
or Closing Up in Whole or in
Part, any Street, Square, Lane,
Alley, Court or Place within
Municipalities and to condemn or
acquire any and all Lands and
Property necessary or convenient
for that purpose” and Amendments
thereto, said City Council passed
its Resolution No. 6§75, declaring
that the public interest and con-
venience require, and that it was
its intention to order certain work
to be doné as therein specified
and , describing sald work and
specifying the exterior boundaries
of the district of land to be affect-
ed or benefited by sald work and
to be assessed to pay the damages,
